given  In  Victoria  and  tlierelorr  she 
thought  it  was  unnecessary  While 
thl.>  may  be  exaggerated  to  .some 
extent,  the  fact  remains  that  sig- 
nals are  pet  given  enough.  A  large 
percentage  of  tha  metarlits  of  this 
city  seldom  give  warnings  of  any 
kind  when  about  to  stop  or  turn. 
The  Automobile  Club  is  bending 
every  effort  towards  thr  promotion 
of  .safety  in  drivinK  and  was  Ur(rrly 
InMrumental  in  havinc  thr  [iresent 
uniform  system  of  signalling  made 
the  law  of  this  Province.  When  a 
motorist  drives  down  the  street  and 
turns  a  comer  without  giving  a 
signal  ha  Is  bcaaklng  tha  law  just 
as  much  as  If  ha  drove  his  car  with- 
out liRhts  or  at  an  excessive  rate  of 
speed.
